Since 1935, with the 
creation of Social Security, there 
has been a steady growth of 
programs introduced for the 
elderly. Despite this, the con- 
ference has reported dismal 
tales of neglect, intended ills, 
discrimination and exploitation. 


Elderly people form 10 per 


cent of the population; they 
account for 20 per cent of the 
poverty and 27 per cent of the 
health-care expenditures of the 
nation. Their needs are far from 
being met. For example, 
Medicare and Medicaid provide 
on the average only 43 per cent of 
their medical expenses. 


Sponsors of the conference are 


well aware that words and 
promises will not be enough. The 
elderly, now being organized in 
pressure groups, want action.

Strong Auto Bumpers 
No Immediate Help 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - A 


State Insurance Board order to 
cut premiums for Texans who 
have strong auto bumpers ap- 
parently will not be of much 
immediate help to drivers.

board's auto insurance division, 
said Tuesday that so far "no 
domestic manufacturers have 
certified that their cars" meet 
the standards set out by the 
board.

SAAB is made in Sweden and 


Mercedes-Benz in Germany.

—20 per cent for 1972 cars 


equipped with bumpers that 
can withstand a 5 miles per 
hour crash, front and rear, 
without damage. 


—15 per cent for 1972 autos 


whose bumpers can sustain a 
front-end crash at 5 mph and a 
rear-end collision at 2-tt mph 
with a stationery barrier. 


—10 per cent for 1972 cars 


that can sustain a 5 mph front- 
end and 2-tt mph rear-end col- 
lision without damage to lights 
or to fuel, exhaust, cooling or 
latching systems, or to the 
bumpers themselves. 


The board also said it would 


require the same discounts for 
earlier model cars which have 
bumpers that can meet those 
standards, but it would be up to 
the policyholder to submit a 
certificate that the bumpers 
meet the standards. 


Allstate Insurance Co. asked 


to grant the discount, but in 
Texas car rates must be uni- 
form, so the board ordered the 
reductions for all companies on 
collision premiums.

Safer Cigarette Possible

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


federal researcher says a safer, 
even absolutely safe, cigarette 
can be devised. But would it 
sell? 


'•We must take out the dan- 


ger and leave in the pleasure," 
said Dr. Gio Gori, head of the 
major effort in safer-cigarette 
research, the Tobacco Working 
Group at the National Institute 
of Health. 


For two years he and his col- 


leagues have been peering at 
smoke condensate applied to 
rat tissue and chicken tracheas. 
These tests are still to be eval- 
uated and they will lead to 
more in the next two years. 


But Gori said the technical 


knowledge now exists for devel- 
oping a less hazardous ciga- 


rette. 


A perfectly safe cigarette to- 


day would filter everything 
from tobacco smoke. "We have 
the means of a 100-per-cent fil- 
ter, but all you would have is 
hot air," Gori explained. 


So the answer involves in no 


small way the reason people 
smoke, a relatively undefined 
field 
requiring much more 


study, Gori said. 


For instance, a safer ciga- 


rette would have less nicotine. 
Experimental tobacco strains 
with little or no nicotine in 
them could be developed in two 
or three years for a com- 
mercially productive harvest, 
Gori said. But, he added, would 
smokers stick with a low-or 
zero-nicotine cigarette or sim- 
ply smoke many more of them 
to make up for the loss? 


Surgeon General Jesse L. 


Steinfeld raised the same point 
in a report Monday calling for 
renewed efforts to develop safe 
cigarettes. 


The report said scientists no 


longer question the danger of 
smoking, a statement attacked 
by the Tobacco Institute as 
false and misleading. 


Steinfeld called that state- 


ment "self-serving" and ac- 
cused the 
tobacco industry 


Tuesday of endangering the 
public 
health 
by purposely 


clouding the hazards of ciga- 
rette smoking. 


Dr. Gori said he does not 


know if the safer cigarette his 
group can now devise would be 
less hazardous than all brands 
on the market. "We haven't 
tested all the brands."

Smoking Not Harmful 
to the Unborn Baby

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


University of California scien- 
tist who made a study involving 
5,077 women has concluded ten- 
tatively that cigarette smoking 
might not interfere with devel- 
opment of an unborn child, as 
is widely suspected. 


The conclusions of Dr. Jacob 


Yerushalmy of the university's 
school of public health at Ber- 
keley sharply contradict results 
of more than 30 scientific stud- 
ies in the last 15 years that 
linked smoking to lower birth- 
weight babies. Such conclusions 
have been a powerful argument 
of antismoking forces. 


Yerushalmy's research on the 


women who bore 8,671 babies 
was supported by the National 
Institutes of Health. He de- 
scribes it in an article appear- 
ing today in the American 
Journal of Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology. A nonsmoker, he thinks 
his study raises 
important 


questions that must be an- 
swered before smoking's harm- 
ful effects on the fetus are ac- 
cepted as a foregone con- 
clusion. 


"Because of the important 


implications of these findings 
not only to the question of 
smoking and prematurity but 
also to the other aspects of the 
problem of smoking and health, 
the conclusions must be consid- 
ered tentative," he wrote in the 
article. 


"The findings however, make 


a strong case for the need to 
investigate 
the problem on 


much larger samples of births 
and to include for study many

ports, was that Just as many 
low birthweight infants were 
born to continuous smokers as 
to women who had .never 
smoked but took up cigarettes 
after the child was born. Strik- 
ing also, he said, was finding 
that smokers who later quit 
gave birth to few low weight 
babies even though they had 
smoked during the pregnancy. 


"These findings raise doubt 


and argue against the proposi- 
tion that cigarette smoking acts 
as an exogenous external factor 
which interferes with the in- 
trauterine development of the 
fetus," Yerushalmy concludes. 


"Rather, the evidence ap- 


pears to support the hypothesis 
that the higher incidence of low 
birthweight infants is due to the 
smoker not the smoking."

U.S. Attache 
Attacked 
in Moscow

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


U.S. military attache at the 
American Embassy in Moscow 
was physically assaulted by 
more than a dozen persons Jan. 
5 at an airport in the Soviet Un- 
ion, according to the State De- 
partment. 


The incident is the third in 


the past 10 days to mar U.S.- 
Soviet relations. 


A State Department spokes- 


man said Friday night that 
Capt. Elmer L. Alderfer, an as- 
sistant Air Force attache at the 
embassy, was attacked at the 
Riga airport. He was visiting 
Riga on a trip 
previously 


cleared by Soviet officials. 


The Soviet Union has rejected 


one strong U.S. protest over the 
incident and has not responded 
to another, the spokesman said. 


According to the State De- 


partment, Alderfer was at- 
tacked initially by four to six 
persons with another dozen or 
so, presumably airport employ- 
es, then joining in the assault. 


Alderfer was thrown to the 


ground, his coat and shirt 
ripped and his arm twisted, the 
spokesman said. He was thor- 
oughly searched, then taken to 
the airport chief's office and 
accused of taking pictures of 
the airport, the official added. 
Alderfer was released about a 
half hour later. 


Although Alderfer had a cam- 


era with him, he had taken no 
pictures, the State Department 
said. The camera was returned 
after the incident. 


The U.S. Embassy in Moscow 


en Jan, 8 "strongly protested 
this" violation of diplomatic im- 
munity," the official said. 


The embassy's complaint cit- 


ing, among other things, the 
failure of local authorities to 
prevent the assault of the U.S. 
officer at a public airport and 
the failure to arrest the atta- 
ckers, was promptly rejected 
by the Soviet foreign Ministry 
pending an investigation, the 
State Department said. 


The spokesman said another 


protest was lodged with the So- 
viet Embassy in Washington 
Jan. 10, but no reply has been 
received. 


He said, however, the United 


States considers the incident 
serious and does not intend to 
let it drop. 


Earlier this week, U.S. and 


Soviet officials were involved in 
an incident over Soviet ex- 
change student Merab Kurash- 
vila, who apparently attempted 
suicide in New York while 
being escorted by Soviet offi- 
cials to an airplane bound for 
Moscow. Kurashvila was finally 
allowed to fly home after U.S. 
officials said they were satis- 
fied he was not being forced to 
do so. 


Earlier Friday, the Soviets 


called for the 'immediate ex- 
pulsion of U.S. Rep. James H. 
Scheuer, D-N.Y., who was ar- 
rested and held briefly by So- 
viet police after he called at 
the Moscow apartment of a 
prominent Soviet Jew.

DEAR CECILY: Could you 


please use a recipe for instant 
mashed potato candy? I have 
tasted candy made from such a 
recipe, but the girl whose house 
I tasted it at doesn't like to give 
out recipes. Strange, isn't she? 
But there are people like that, 
you know. Can you help me? — 
CANDY FAN. 


DEAR CANDY FAN: Se- 


crets will out! Here's a basic 
version of the recipe you want 
with four variations. This rec- 
ipe is made the easy way — 
with instant potato granules 
used for mashed potatoes. — 
C.B. 


MASHED POTATO 
COCONUT KISSES 


1/3 cup water 
2 tablespoons milk 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon butter or margarint 
2 tablespoons instant potato 


granules (for mashed po- 
tatoes), from a 6 1/2-ounce 
package 


1/2 teaspoon almond extract 
1 pound confectioners' sugar 
1 container (4 ounces) shredded 


coconut (1 1/2 cups) 
Into a 2-quart saucepan turn 


the water, milk and salt. Bring 
just to the boil. Remove from 
heat. Add butter and potato 
granules. With a fork, beat until 
light and fluffy. Stir in almond 
extract. 


With a spoon, gradually beat 


in confectioners' sugar; mix- 
ture will become liquid at first, 
then thicken. Continue beating 
until mixture is thick enough to 
hold its shape. Mix in coconut. 


Drop by heaping teaspoonfuls 


onto wax paper to harden. 


Makes 1 3/4 pounds or about 


38 pieces. 


Note: If confectioners' sugar 


is from a fresh unopened box, 
there's no need to sift in making 
this recipe. If you used opened 
boxes of the sugar, sift and 
measure 4 1/2 cups.

There's a Long List 
Of Deductible Taxes 


By RAY DE CRANE 


Certain tax and interest 


payments are deductible on 
their income tax return for 
those taxpayers who itemize 
their deductions. 


This chapter in the series 


on the preparation of your 
annual tax return will be de- 
voted to those taxes and in- 
terest items which constitute 
legal deductions. 


The most common in the 


list of deductible taxes are 
real estate, gasoline, state 
sales tax and personal prop- 
erty taxes. 


Charts prepared by Inter- 


nal Revenue Service list the 
allowable gasoline tax and 
sales tax. 


Depending upon the num- 


ber of nonbusiness m i l e s 
driven and the per gallon 
gasoline tax in your state, 
the charts w i l l determine 
y o u r gas tax allowance. 
Don't forget to consider the 
operation of either a second 
or third car in the family if 
you are buying the gas for 
it. 


Where you claim higher 


than normal gasoline tax be- 
cause of the operation of a 
second or third car make 
note of this fact on your re- 
turn. 


The sales tax charts for 


your state will show the al- 
lowable deduction for sales 
tax depending upon your in- 
come and the number in 
your family. Don't ignore the 
footnotes to the state charts. 
These frequently show how 
you can claim a larger al- 
lowance to compensate for a 
local tax that has been im- 
posed in addition to the state 
tax. 


In addition to the sales tax 


shown on the chart, you may 
additionally charge the actu- 
al tax on the purchase of an 
automobile, boat, airplane or 
mobile home. You can also 
take the added sales tax on 
the purchase of building ma- 
terials for a new home if the 
taxes are separately stated 
and passed on to you. This 
would be most common to 
handymen who buy the ma- 
terials and build their own 
home. 


If you can prove you actu- 


ally paid more state sales 
tax" than the chart allows you 
take the higher amount, but 


be prepared to prove youe 
claim.

Thirdly, 
the coming of 


wide receiver Paul Warfield 
was a great boon to the 
Griese passing game. Until 
last season, Miami did not 
have a breakaway threat as 
a receiver. Warfield came in 
a t r a d e from Cleveland. 
"Now," said Griese, "I try 
to throw to Paul at least 10 
times a game." (In t h a t 
Pittsburgh game, for exam- 
ple, all three Miami touch- 
downs came as a result of 
Griese-to-Warfield passes.) 


Griese grew up in Evans- 


ville, Ind. His father died 
when he was 10. "That left 
my brother and me as the 
men of the family," he said. 
"I think it was then that I 
learned about leadership and 
assuming responsibility." 


His b r o t h e r , Bill, two 


years older than Bob, could 
not afford to go to college 
upon high school 
gradua- 


tion. Bob was able to go on 
a football scholarship but 
Bill worked as a railroad 
clerk and weekly sent Bob 
spending money. "It was a 
great sacrifice 
for him," 


Bob says now. 


And when Bob signed a big

He and the Cowboys are striving mightily to overcome 


the dogma that Dallas doesn't, quote, win the big ones, 
unquote. 


The impending joust with the miracle kids from Miami 


to settle the supremacy of pro football (and collect the 
winners' dividends of $15,000 a man) should erase that 
misimpression. Which means I'm putting it on the line, 
right here, that the Dallas Cowboys will win Super Bowl 
VI, perhaps by a score of XXIV to XIII. 


The Cowboys are picked precisely because they are 


a great team' at the peak of success few others have 
managed They have won six straight division titles and 
two conference titles. True, they have not reigned su- 
preme. 


Thev lost one NFL championship game (to Green Bay 


in 19661 when Dandy Don Meredith was hemmed in two 
yards from a tieing'touchdown. 


They lost another NFL title (to Green Bay in '67) when 


Jethro Pugh couldn't get the footing to slop a quarter- 
back sneak on a field frozen by minus-13 degree tempera- 
ture. 


And they fumbled away what has become known as the 


Stupor Bowl just a year ago, to Baltimore. 


All three games were decided as the clock ran out. 
That kind of luck usually is delegated to the Italian 


army. 


The Cowboys have come up with the one factor this 


year that has made them more omnipotent than ever 
and sublimated the fickle finger of fate. They have a 
field general, an ex-Navy skipper named Roger Stan- 
bach, who adds excitement and emotion to their attack. 


They also have a great defensive unit (five of them 


have been all-pros). And they have Landry, whose im- 
pact on modern professional football is still not fully 
appreciated. He revolutionized defense when he intro- 
duced the system of disciplined keys and refined the 
basic 4-3-4 alignment. He was equally a pioneer on of- 
fense with multiple sets. 


The Cowboys are supposed to reflect his personality— 


coldly efficient, unemotional. But actually Tom seethes 
under a placid exterior. And he is a practical person who 
was able to work controversial running back Duane 
Thomas back into the lineup. 


The Miami Dolphins, on paper, aren't in the Cowboys' 


class. But they are hopped up by two straight sensational 
performances in the playoffs. Coach Don Shula has done 
a remarkable job in turning around a bedraggled fran- 
chise that, since being organi/.ed in 1966, had never 
won more than five games until last year.
